The amendment filed on 4/1 1/02, amending claims, such that they are now drawn to a non-elected invention, is non- 
responsive (MPEP § 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because: The original Invention was 
directed to a method of "inducing hair growth" in a vertebrate, while the newly-presented Invention is a method of "preventing hair 
loss" in a mammal. Thus the newly-presented Invention is independent and distinct from that originally elected because the methods 
are practiced with materially different process steps for materially different purposes and each method requires a non-coextensive 
search because of different starting materials, process steps and goals. 

In response to the previous office action (1 1/06/01 ) applicant is required to submit new claims or amend pending claims 
directed to the original elected Invention (MPEP 821 .03). 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been 
constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP 821.03. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of 
ONE ( 1 ) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
